“An unknown man died a natural 
death, and the case came under my cogni- 
zance as Public Administrator. There 
was nothing ebout the case which ap- 
peared at all suspicious, and we sent the 
body to an undertaker for burial. We 
advertised the circumstances, citing the 
relatives or heirs to appear and take 
possession of his effects, but there was no 
reply and the man was buried in a eeme 
tery in New Jersey. The only witness in 
the case had been the landiord., 

_ “It was several weeks after the burial 
and I had almost forgotten the affair 
wheu I received a letter from a village in 
Central Pennsylvania. It was from the 


famfty of the dead man. They provedthe 
re..:.on°*.'p by descri: ing him minutely 
and by documents. They had not heard 
of his death until just previous to writ- 


ing the New York papers. Their infor- 
mation had come tothem from a friend, 
who had some time after its publication 
come across a copy of the journal con- 
taining the advertisement. 

‘“‘They startled me not a little by writ- 
ing that just previous to his departure 
for New York he had quietly sold his 
farm for $4,000 and the money had disap- 
peared with him and they wanted to know 
where it was. 

“It was my business to secure that 
$4,000, and I had only secured #40. I 
employed detectives and had them dog 
the landlord. They squeezed him dry as 
a sponge and still got not the slightest 
information. 

‘‘Then they looked up the persons who 
had been in the house at the time thatthe 
young farmer had been living there. 
There were a dozen detectives employed 
at my expense to shadow a crowd of 
toughs, who, if they had taken the money, 
undoubtedly had had time to put it in a 
secure place. 

“Several weeks passed by and the reault 
was discouraging. The only thing that 
we could get was obtained from the land- 
lord. He was present when the man died, 
and present when the undertaker came to 
take him away. He was positive that no 
one else had been near him. 

‘Some of the detectives were certain of 
the landlord's guilt. They said he had 
been seen lately with a large amount of 
money, but they could not get proof 
enough to arrest him. I wrote thesefacts 
to the man’s relatives. They replied that

“‘Now,”’ Mr, Sullivan proceeded,"‘in one 
of the letters that I received from the 
relatives was a statement to the effect 
that the $4,000 had been placed by the 
youhg man in a wallet, which he wore on 
a belt around his body. 

‘‘T sat down one night to think it all 
over and then I was struck with an inspir- 
ation. I went right out that night to see 
the undertaker, and when I saw him I felt 
sure I was saved. I was rather excited, 
but after having pumped him, I made it 
clear to him that I could put him ina box 
if he did not tell me the truth. What I 
supposed was 80. 

**T found one of my most trusty clerks, , 
and late at night he started from the Jer- 
sey City ferry with a commission from 
me, That commission he showed toa 
man in charge of the cemetery where the 
Pennsylvania farmer was buried. He got 
a permit from him, and, with two labor- 
ers armed with picks and shovels,he went 
to the stoneless grave and began opera- 
tions. 

‘It was the blackest of dark nights, It 
had rained, and the air was damp. A 
heavy twenty-mile gale groaned and 
shrieked over the trees. The expression- 
less faces of the diggers were made ghastly 
in the licht of the solitary flickering lan- 
tern. When they reached the bottom of 
the grave, the spade struck the coffin 
with a ringing sound that made my clerk 
shudder convulsively. 

“They pulled up the box. It came up 
slowly, like a fiend from the lower 
regions. They pried off the lid with a 
pick and my clerk came forward and fin- 
ished up the job.
